we believe in finishing games, no matter how long it takes, and we 
believe that that is true in most places in the world. We wish the 
British Chess Magazine would some day explain just how this ridicu- 
lous state of affairs ever came about. It certainly is not of rece 
date?) Some of the Harrow people wanted to play at 50 moves per ho 
but we refused to play at other than the normal 20 moves per hour. 
It was suggested that we play the next afternoon, but Gross? schedu 
= Bognor Regis called for the first round to be played then. We 

finally agreed to call the match off. We had counted on this match 
re even our score, but we had to finish with the score at 5-6. 


Bognor _ FEAL The chess congress gave Henry Gross an oppor= 
tunity to match “his game with that of some of England*’s leading mas 
ters. Gross played seven hard games in the eight=-man Premier, but 
got only two draws, although practically every game went over into 
two sessions. Hae eeiies would have gone had the California co= 
Champion been better rested, nobody can tell. A re-playing of Henr 
games shows a remarkable number of pawn-grabbing instances by his 
opponents, where the grabber was able to hang on to the pawn and wil 
the end-game. Gross usually makes things pretty tough in such case 
(Note by the Editor - Gross? play was far below par. It is clear 
that he was tired and wanted to go home. )

STEINER STATE CHAMPION 
LEVIN WINS OPEN 


Herman Steiner of Hollywood is the new State Champion, having 
won the ten-man round robin held at the Hollywood Chess Group?’s 
quarters over the Labor Day week end by a score of 73-ld- Henry 
Gross of San Francisco was runner-up 63-23, and William Addison of 
san Francisco finished third, 6-3. 


Fugene Levin of Van Nuys won the Open Championship in a record- 
breaking field of 66, played at the same time at San Jose. Dr. 
Peter Lapiken of Los Angeles was a close second, having the same 6-1 
score but 23 S-B points as against Levints 255. 
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OR TE EFL EN IRD RTE ACRES WO EM ORE CROC OF 


Herman Steiner was the odds-on favorite in the 1953 finals. 
After breezing through the qualifying tournament 10-0, Steiner 
scored 4-0 in the first four rounds played against southern Cali- 
fornia opponents prior to Labor Daye The last five rounds produced 
a 33-15 score for a 73-15 total, and a fairly comfortable one-point 
margin. .Henry Gross was a creditable second with 6s-1S. William 
Addison was a good third, 1s posers ahead of a tight group of four 
players with even scores of 45-45. 


Tt evidently was not an easy tournament? Steiner’s only loss 
was to Dmitri Poliakoff; the latter lost to ninth-place Burger, who 
drew with Steiner and Gross; while last-place Wolfe*s only win was 
over Burger? 


The tournament was directed by Charles E. Kodil and held at th 
quarters of the Hollywood Chess Group. The ten players had been 
chosen as follows: Gross and Rivise, co-champions in 1952, and Alm 
gren, last year’s Open champion, were seeded; Addison, Poliakoff an 
Currie qualified in the Northern California Championship; Steiner, 
Gordon and Wolfe qualified in the Southern California Championship; 
and Burger qualified in a Central Valley Chess League tournament. 
Four rounds between players in the same area were played before the 
entire group met on September 5th to play two rounds each on Saturd 
and Sunday and one round on Monday. 


The prizes were: 1st, $100; 2nd, $50; 3rd, $25. The remainde 
of the prize money was paid out at the rate of $1.80 per point. Th 
total prize fund of $220 was made up of $100 each from the northert 
and southern qualifying tournaments plus $20 from the California 
State Chess Federation.

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CALIFORNIA OPEN - ROUND BY ROUND 





As people began to arrive on Friday, September 4, for the 1955 
Open, a party of San Jose Chess Club members and their wives was on 
hand at the Sainte Claire Hotel to welcome the visitors and to direct 
them to the picnic at Alum Rock Park. It was soon clear that attend- 
ance records for the Open would be broken, for no less than 51 per- 
sons came to the picnic. Those who failed to attend missed one of 
the nicest get-togethers ever held in the history of California 
chess. The ladies of the San Jose Chess Club had cooked tremendous 
pots of beans, chili con carne, tagliarini and tamales, and there 
was plenty of beer and coffee. The friendly hospitality of the San 
Jose group made the evening an enjoyable one. 


ROUND I 10:00 A.M. Saturday A fine large room for play had 
been provided by the Sainte Claire Hotel, with an adjoining double 
room for post-mortems and another for the ladies. The San Jose com=- 
mittee, headed by Bill Adams and including Harry Shaw and Howard 
O*fShaughnessy, amongst others, had done a fine job on arrangements. 
Bill Adams was to be referee - a thoughtful move which eliminated 
Adams from participation, but helped insure a smooth-running tourna- 
ment o 


The first round was played at the rate of 30 moves per hour and 
15 moves per half hour thereafter. There were no real upsets, the 
favorites winning pretty much as expected. There were three losses 
on time. 


ROUND II 2:30 P.M. Saturday With the speed-up still in ef- 
fect, the games were again supposed to be "easy." The shortest and 


longest games of the tournament were played in this round: The 
shortest was 17 moves and 29 minutes, won by Morris Gordon over 
Lyman Daugherty, while the longest was Alex Mercer vs. W. J. Reid, 
which went 78 moves to a draw. (There was a shorter game in number 
of moves in the first round, won by Vladimir Pafnutieff over Godfrey 
Lutz in 11 moves, but the total time elapsed was the criterion.) The 
major upset of the round was Ronnie Gross* win over Phil Smith. 


ROUND III 7:30 P.M. Saturday The rate of play was now 40 
moves in the first two hours and ten moves per half hour thereafter. 


The games were more severe, as the weeding-out process began in 
earnest. At the end of the first day’s play there were five players 
with perfect 3-0 scores: Charles Bagby, Morris Gordon, Peter 
Lapiken, Eugene Levin and Arthur Spiller. 
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ROUND IV 13:30 P.M. Sunday The players were supposed to be 
pretty well rested from the rigorous first day. The featured pairing 
were Spiller-Bagby, Gordon-Lapiken and Pafnutieff-Levin. Gordon and 
Pafnutieff scored fine wins, while Spiller and Bagby drew; Gordon non 
held down first place with 4 points, followed by Bagby, Robert Jacobs, 
M. O. Meyer, Pafnutieff, R. E. Russell and Spiller with 35 points. 
The eventual two top scorers, Levin and Lapiken, headed the 5~point 
group. 3 


ROUND V. 7:30 P.M. Sunday The leadership was again tied, as 
Gordon drew with Pafnutieff, Bagby won from Meyer, Spiller lost to 
Jacobs, Levin won from Russell and Hailparn lost to Lapiken. There 
were three players with 4% points - Bagby, Gordon and Jacobs. Four 
players were grouped with 4 points - John Alexander, Levin, Lapiken 
and Pafnutieff. An incident occurred in this round which made news 
all over the country, and was broadcast on Lowell Thomas’ radio pro- 
gram; Dr. D. Ne McInturff had started his game with M. 0. Johnson, 
when an emergency call came from the hospital - one of his patients 
was ttexpecting."* The doctor informed his opponent, and was prepared 
to forfeit the game, when Mr. Johnson generously offered to take the 
board and men to the hospital and continue there. This was done, the 
lady (wife of a San Jose police officer) kindly deferred the birth 
until 12:30, and the game was finished first. Apparently playing 
with icy calm, while his opponent perhaps was somewhat unnerved by iit 
all, the doctor won the game? 


ROUND VI 9:00 A.M. Monday The games were tough, in this, the 
next to last round. There were 13 draws in the 33 games, and no less 
than 6 draws in the first eight (between the players with 33 points 
and up). Star billing was held by: Jacobs~-Bagby, Levin-Gordon, 
Alexander—Pafnutieff, and Lapiken-Spiller. The most gruelling game 
was Levin-Gordon, which was not finished until just before the last 
round started. Levints fine win put him into a tie for first with 
Bagby and Jacobs (who drew) and Lapiken, who won from Spiller. So 
the last round started with four persons having 5 points. 


ROUND VII 1:30 P.M. Monday A decision had to be reached fron 
among these pairings: Jacobs(5 )-Levin(5), Bagby(5)-Lapiken(5), Paf- 
nutieff(44)-Gross, and Gordon(43)-Meyer. The S-B points were such 
that the winner of the Jacobs-Levin game would secure first place; a 
draw there would place the winner of the Bagby-Lapiken game first; 
while Pafnutieff and Gordon had chances only if the first two games 
resulted in draws. When Lapiken won from Bagby, everything depended 
upon the Jacobs-Levin game. Levin won a pawn on the 17th move, but 
had a long and difficult game to win. Lapiken anxiously awaited the 
outcome, for a draw would leave him in sole possession of first place 
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At one point Lapiken reported that he had found a drawing move for 
Jacobs, but whether it was there or not, Levin eventually won 
another pawn and the game. It was the last game to be finished, 
and at the end a burst of applause went up for a popular victory. 


It was now 8:00 P.M., and time for the awarding of the prizes. 
Because of the large entry list and due to the fact that there were 
no expenses deducted, the cash prizes were the largest in history 
of the California Open. The prizes: lst, Eugene Levin, trophy 
(presented by the California State Chess Federation) and $125; 2nd, 
Peter Lapiken, $75; 3rd, Vladimir Pafnutieff, $50; 4th, Morris 
Gordon, $25; 5th, John Alexander, $20; 6th, Robert Jacobs, $153 
7th, Charles Bagby, $10; 8th, Mark Gazse, $10. 


There were ten special prizes, as follows: For the best 
sportsmanship displayed during the tournament, a bust of Lincoln 
donated by Michael Runce of Santa Cruz, won by M. O. Johnson (who 
had played at the hospital with Dr. Mcinturff); the best score by 
a San Jose player, a book prize, won by Mark Gazse; for the best 
score by a Central Valley League player, $5, also won by Mark Gazse; 
for the shortest game in time elapsed, an inlaid chess board donated 
by the maker, Andrew Buschine of San Jose, won by Morris Gordon; for 
the longest game in number of moves, an oil painting donated by the 
artist, Paul Rinck of San Jose, won by Alex Mercer; brilliancy prize, 
$10, won by Peter Lapiken for his game against Michael Hailparn; for 
the best ladies? score, a corsage, won by Mrs. Gregor Piatigorsky; 
for the best score by a junior, $5, won by Ronald Gross of Compton; 
for the player traveling the longest distance, a book to James 
Christman of Phoenix, Arizona; and for the lowest score, a book 
(Chess the Easy Way) to Peter Petersen of Lomita. 


The proceedings closed with a few words of thanks on behalf of 
the visitors for the splendid hospitality extended by the host club, 
and the presentation to Guthrie McClain, tournament director, of a 
purse from the players in appreciation of an enjoyable tournament. 


The next order of business was dinner, when thirty or so die- 
hards held forth at the Prime Rib for several hours with much 
jollity, post mortems, and general relaxing of the three days’ 
tension. The players agreed unanimously that the 1953 Open had 
been the best ever; and in this the wives present, who numbered 
about a dozen, concurred.

Your round by round treatment of the event, 
including many interesting vignettes, followed by the good photo- 
graphs of the seven winners and our Referee, Bill Adams, was very 
refreshing, even to one who participated in the event. 


(We regret we did not have a photo of Mark Gazse, eighth prize- 
winner — Ed.) 


Knowing that most chess players maintain interest in their 
playing proficiencies from time to time, I have prepared a table 
based on the S-B point scores of those who played in the last two 
State Open Championships. The first-named person is the player 
who improved the most during the past year; and the last-named is 
the one who declined the most. Although there were 66 players in 
1953 and 40 players in 1952, I find that only 21 players partici- 
pated in both matches."

Since the message above was written we have seen the formation 
of the California State Chess Federation, we have seen the State 
Championship grow into a blue-ribbon event, the Open grow from a 
couple of dozen players to 66, team matches and club tournaments 
increase by leaps and bounds, and new clubs spring up everywhere. 


We take this occasion to wish our readers a happy and prosperoy 
New Year. We apologize for the fact that this December issue is not 
appearing until January; the fact of the matter is, we have been be- 
hind schedule ever since Dr. Ralstonts illness of last summer and 
his subsequent resignation from the editorship, and the editorial 
staff has been too busy during the holidays to catch up. 


U.eS.- OPEN WITHDRAWN Last month we reported that the U.S. 
Open and the U.S. Junior Championships had been awarded to Holly- 
wood and Long Beach, respectively. We now learn that the U.S.C.F. 
Tournament Committee has rescinded the appointments and will stage 
the 1954 tournaments elsewhere. 


The reason for the change was a fundamental disagreement be- 
tween the Committee and the Hollywood sponsors (headed by former 
UeS. Champion Herman Steiner). Briefly, the Hollywood plan was to 
stage the Open in a number of sections. The sponsors were to raise 
a large fund so as to guarantee cash prizes and "point money" for 
the Master Section sufficient to attract master players from afar. 
Prizes for the other sections were to be trophies only. This plan 
was rejected. The Junior tournament was evidently pulled so as to 
be somewhere near the Open.

New York 22, N.Y. Price: 35¢ per copy, $4 per year in U.S. and pos- 
sessionse References to the game of chess in most books and maga- 
zines are uninformed, to put it kindly; not so in’ Fe & Os Cees as 
literate magazine rings the bell every time. As for the author, Ir. 
Harness, you can tell he's been around (chess clubs, we mean). When 
our scout talked to him in Connecticut not so long ago he disclaimed 
being any great shakes as a chessplayer, didn't seem to be active 

in any chess club, and was generally very modest. But in the follow- 
ing tale of Zeno the rat there is the unmistakable ring of authen- 
ticity. We give below the story, with the original introduction by 


Anthony Boucher and J- Francis MeComas from Vol. 5, Noe 4, October, 
1953, of The Magazine of Fantasy and Science Fiction. ) 


On the face of it, this tale of the encounter between the K 
Street Chess Club and Zeno, the chessplaying rat, is Mr. Harness in 
singularly lighthearted mood, portraying pure midsummer madness. 
Yet, when one finally ceases chortling at the specialized logic with 
which club members assess Zeno's worth, one begins to wonder. In 
the days to come, when that first alien-ship-from-outer-space lands 
on earth, wouldn't it be a good idea to greet it with a delegation 
of chessplayers? 


THE CHESSPLAYERS 


Now please understand this. I'm not saying that all chessplayers 
are lunatics. But I do claim that chronic chessplaying affects a 
mane 

Let me tell you about the K Street Chess Club, of which I was 
once treasurer. 

Qur membership roll claimed a senator, the leader of a large 
labor union, the president of the A. & W- Railroad, and a few other 
big shots. But it seemed the more important they were outside, the 
rottener they were as chessplayers- 

The senator and the rail magnate didn't know the Ruy Lopez from 
the Queents Gambit, so of course tney could only play the other fish, 
or hang around wistfully watching the games of the Class A players 
and wishing that they, too, amounted to something. 

The club's champion was Bobby Baker, a Little boy in the fourth 
grade at the Pestalozzi-Borstal Boarding School. Several of his end 
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game compositions had been published in Chess Review and shakhmat ny 
Russkji Zhurnal before he could talk plainly. 

Our second best was Pete Summers, a clerk for the A. & W. Rail- 
roade He was the author of two very famous chess books. One book 
proved that white can always win, and the other proved that black 
can always draw. As you might suspect, the gap separating him from 
the president of his railroad was abysmal indeed. 

The show position was held by Jim Bradley, a chronic idler 
whose dues were paid by his wife. The club?ts admiration for him 
was profound. 

But experts don?*t make a club. You have to have some guiding 
spirit, a fairly good player, with a knack for organization and a 
true knowledge of values. 

Such a gem we had in our secretary, Nottingham Jones. 

It was really my interest in Nottingham that led me to join the 
K Street Chess Club. I wanted to see if he was an exception, or 
whether they were all alike, 

After I tell you about their encounter with Zeno, you can judge 
for yourself. 

In his unreal life Nottingham Jones was a statistician in a 
government bureau. He worked at a desk in a big room with many other | 
desks, including mine, and he performed his duties blankly and with- 
out conscious effort. Many an afternoon, after the quitting bell 
had rung and I had strolled over to discuss club finances with hin, 
he would be astonished to discover that he had already come to work 
and had turned out a creditable stack of forms. 

I suppose that it was during these hours of his quasi-existence ? 
that the invisible Nottingham conceived those numerous events that 
had made him famous as a chess club emcee throughout the United 
States. 

For it was Nottingham who organized the famous American-Soviet 
cable matches (in which the U.S. team had been so soundly trounced), 
refereed numerous U.S. match championships, and launched a dozen y 
brilliant but impecunious foreign chess masters on exhibition tours ; 
in a hundred chess clubs from New York to Los Angeles. 

But the achievements of which he was proudest were his bishop- 
knight tournaments. 

Now the bishop is supposed to be slightly stronger than the 
knight, and this evaluation has become so ingrained in chess thinking ” 
today that no player will voluntarily exchange a bishop for an enemy 
knight. He may squander his life's savings on phony stock, talk back 
to traffic cops, and forget his wedding anniversary, but never, never, 
never will he exchange a bishop for a knight. , 

Nottingham suspected this fixation to be ill-founded; he had the 
idea that the knight was just as strong as the bishop, and to prove

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his point he held numerous intramural tournaments in the K Street 
Club, in which one player used six pawns and a bishop against the 
six pawns and a knight of his opponent. 

Jones never did make up his mind as to whether the bishop was 
stronger than the knight, but at the end of a couple of years he 
did know that: the K Street Club had more bishop-knight experts than 
any other club in the United States. 

And it then occurred to him that American chess had a beautiful 
means of redeeming itself from its resounding defeat at the hands of 
the Russian cable team. 

He sent his challenge to Stalin himself - the K Street Chess 
Club versus All the Russians - a dozen boards of bishop-knight games, 
to be played by cable. 

The Soviet Recreation Bureau sent the customary six curt rejec- 
tions and then promptly accepted. 

And this leads us back to one afternoon at 5 oftclock when Not- 
tingham Jones looked up from his desk and seemed startled to find me 
standing there. 

MMon't get up yet," I said. "This is something you ought to 
take sitting down."

In fact, if he doesn’t get a steady job pret- 
ty soon he may be deported." 

Nottingham looked dubious. "I dontt see how we can help hin. 
Did you say rat?"

"A chessplaying rat? A four-legged one?" 

"Right. Quite a drawing card for the club, eh?" 

Nottingham shrugged his shoulders. "We learn something every 
day. Will you believe it, I never heard they cared for the game. 
Women don?t. However, I once read about an educated horse « « -« a 
suppose he*s well known in Europe?" 
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Mery likely," I said. The professor specializes in compara- 
tive psychology." 

Nottingham shook his head impatiently. "TI dontt mean the pro- 
fessor. I'm talking about the rat. What's his name, anyway." 

"Zeno.! 

"Never heard of him. What's his tournament score?" 

"I dontt think he ever played in any tournaments. The professor 
taught him the game in a concentration campe How good he is I donft 
know, except that he can give the professor rook odds." 

Nottingham smiled pityingly. "TI can give you rook odds, but I'm 
not good enough to throw a simul." 

A great light burst over me. "Hey, wait a minute. Youfre com- 
pletely overlooking the fantastic fact that Zeno is a --"

whether hets really in the master class. Wetve got half a dozen 
players in the club who can throw an finside? simul for free, but 
when we hire an outsider and charge the members a dollar each to 
play him, he*s got to be good enough to tackle our best. And when 
the whole club*s in training for the bishop-knight cable match with 
the Russians next month, I can’t have them relaxing over a mediocre 
simul." 

"But youfre missing the whole point --"

simul to help him. But I just can’t do it. TI have a duty to the 
members to maintain a high standard."

We briefly noted some of the details wherein the 
U.SeC.F. committee disagreed with the Hollywood groupe Mr. Mont- 
gomery Major, editor of Chess Life and a committee member, wishes 
to set the record straight: 


"In your story -.. the inference is made that the U.S. Open 
was withdrawn largely on account of the distribution of prize money, 
This is quite incorrect. Please publish the fact that the U.S.C.F._ 
rejected the bid from Los Angeles because the U.S.C.F. Tournament 
Plans Committee refused to accept a scheme of graded tournaments, 
segregating players in sections by classes, as an "Open" tournament. 


"We do not object to graded tournaments as such, but we refuse > 
to foist graded tournaments upon our membership under the guise of 
the U.S. Open Championship." 


(We are pleased to correct any mistaken inferences we may have 
fostered. The prize money question was only one of many points of 
disagreement. ) ‘

And all was dark in Mudville - for San Jose took home the cup. 


In what amounted to a story-book finish, a strong San Jose team 
defeated Sacramento to win the 1953-54 Championship and regain the 
cup, this time permanently. It was by the narrowest of margins as 
both teams had two legs on the trophy, and San Jose*s win threw the 
two teams into a tie on the basis of matches won. However, San Jose 
scored 69.6% in games won and lost, as against 67.5 for Sacramento. 
This was the first time in the Leaguets six year history that the 
tie-breaking procedure had been necessary. 


Although the issue of the match was never in doubt after San 
Jose scored its first point, Sacramento made it close. Coming from 
behind to tie the score at 33-35, Sacramento needed a draw in the 
Meyer-Kalnins game to tie the match, win the title, and take the 
trophy for keeps. However, Kalnins had a material advantage, and 
Meyer was faced with a hopeless taske With so much at stake, it was 
decided to play the game out. In the wee small hours of Monday 
morning, Milt turned up his King. The game went approximately 113 
hours, and about 140 moves. This was played in one session with no 
rest periods, and certainly constitutes a record in league play. 
Both deserve great credit for this titanic struggle.

SOMEWHERE IN EUROPE, Part II by Guthrie McClain 


It was just one year ago when the editor of THE REPORTER re- 
ceived a note from the Golden Gate Chess Club team touring in Europe. 
Said team was moving around the map so fast that the published ac- 
count was titled "Somewhere in Europe." It seems appropriate at 
this time to answer the many persons who subsequently have asked: 
"Just what did happen on that trip, anyway?'t with a few of the 
highlights and some photographs. 


To begin with, the team got off to a disappointing start be- 
cause of airplane trouble, as reported in Vol. III, No. 1 of THE 
REPORTER. We were supposed to meet George Koltanowski at the Brus- 
sels Airport on March 30. After a 28-hour delay, we arrived on 
March 31. Kolty was not there, and we had a match that night at 
Luxembourge We telephoned the Alfa Hotel at Luxembourg but Kolty 
was not there. We were more than a little provoked with the air- 
line because we had already missed a reception to be given in our 
honor by Madame Perle Mesta,; the Ambassadress; now we were in 
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danger of missing the chess match too. But the airline put us on 
a special bus and we started out across the country. The trip 
took us all afternoon, and it was just eight ofclock when we rum- 
bled into the cobblestone streets of Luxembourg and parked in 
front of the hotel. Here, an excited hotel manager and the local 
airline manager refused to let us out of the bus; they took our 
baggage, let our wives out, and sent us on our way to the chess 
club. 


When we climbed the stairs of the chess club we were tired, 
dirty and unshaven, but we felt a little proud that we had finally 
made it in spite of all obstacles. Upstairs there was a large 
gathering. Three tables were set up with U.S. and Luxembourg flags; 
we looked for the fourth. We looked for Kolty. There he was: 
Behind a crowd at the side of the room Kolty was playing a simul- 
taneous Evidently he had decided we weren't going to make it in 
time (although we had notified the hotel when we started out from 
Brussels) and was trying to save the situation single-handed. 


When George Koltanowski saw us, he got off the outstanding 
remark of the tour: "Where have you guys been? Youfre ten minutes 
late?" 


After the usual speeches, we prepared to play. Kolty was 
playing four, but some of the regular Luxembourg team had waited 
for use For example, Henry Gross was to play Charles Doerner, the 
Luxembourg champione As I started toward my table, a spectator, 
an American engineer stationed in Luxembourg, grasped my arm. 

"The Luxembourgeois are wonderful people," he whispered, "and 
theytre very grateful to Americans for liberating their country. 
But that*s no reason to let them beat youe Go on in there, boy, 
and show tem what the Yanks can dof" 


With this inspiring exhortation, I managed to stagger through 
the following game. I say "stagger" not because I had a bad 
position, but because the lack of sleep during the past four nights 
was beginning to catch up with me. My opponent is the 1953-54 
Luxembourg champion.

Meanwhile, Kolty achieved one win and three draws in his simul- 
taneous, and Gross and Colby drew. So we won the match any way you 
figure it: 2-1, 3-1, or 45-24, depending on how you score Kolty'ts 
results. 


The next morning we took the train to Strasbourg. My wife and 
I had trouble fitting our belongings into our luggage and nearly 
missed the train. While packing, I ordered two omelettes for break- 
fast so that it would be ready; we then took our luggage downstairs 
and my wife went into the breakfast room while I lined up the trans- 
portation of the bags to the train. The cook didn't have the ome-— 


lettes ready ("can't make them ahead of time; have to be eaten fresh't) 


so when I returned from the station, breakfast wasntt ready. After 
waiting until the last minute in vain, we had to run for the train. 
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We jumped on just as it was moving. Because of the haste, and our 
unfamiliarity with the currency, the following things happened: 

(1) My wife paid something like $5 for the breakfast we didntft eat 
(she didn?t have time to wait for her change); and (2) my porter, a 
little cld man who carried four heavy bags from the hotel to the sta- 
tion and paid a porter's fee to go through the gates, was tipped a 
coin (which I flipped to him on the run) about the general size of a 
UeS.e dollar, but which I later discovered was worth only ll or le 
cents? 


The currency problem was always with use Although we were well 
supplied with conversion tables, we couldn't consult them on every 
transaction. When we arrived in a new country, it was usually a day 
or two before we got the hang of the money. But every little bit 
helps: after having been in Denmark, we later ended up in England. 
We looked up the tables, and said "Ahat The shilling is exactly the 
same as the Danish krone." From then on, we had no difficulty with 
one of the most complicated currencies in the world, the English 
pound sterling, shilling and penny (not to mention the guinea and 
half-crown). 


We felt like a gang of smugglers after we bought a lot of dif- 
ferent currencies at a bank in Zurich. We had dollars, Swiss francs, 
Spanish pesetas, French francs, Italian lire and English pounds in 
quantity, plus a scattering of things like Danish kroner, Belgian 
francs, Luxembourg francs, and German marks. It was a real problem 
to know where to find the stuff when we needed it? 


Our second stop was Strasbourg, where we had a marvelous time. 
We won our match 33-3 when the lightly-regarded three bottom boards 
made a clean sweep. We contributed something to Strasbourg'ts chess 
history, too, for Gross* opponent resigned when he had a mate in 
three. (Later, when we were going through Strasbourg on our way to 
Switzerland, we were accosted by a group of revelers in the railroad 
station. It was 5:00 A.-M. and Kolty was about to throw them out 
when one of them explained: "We recognized this man" (pointing to 
Gross). “Isn't he the American chess player who won that game a 
couple of weeks ago? When he should have been checkmated?"™

without his Queen; Falconer-Addison, where Falconer was pushing two 
passed pawns; and Olvera-Leeds, in which the result was in doubt. 


The first break came when Leeds pushed a pawn to victory. The 
west now had the win clinched with 135 points. The remaining games 
were anti-climactic, but were played out to the bitter end with 
Gross and Falconer the winners, thus adding a point to each side and 
giving San Francisco the comfortable-appearing margin of three 
points.

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GAME OF THE MONTH 


There are prepared variations and there are prepared variations. 
What chess player has not dreamed of springing a full-fledged pre- 
pared "sockdolager" on his unsuspecting opponent? Opportunities for 
such are fairly rare, however, and it is usually sufficient to give 
the game a slight turn in your favor. It is not often that a player 
can, a la Alekhine, pull a variation out of his sleeve which has 
been carefully saved for the right occasion. When such an occasion 
arises, it works much better if the prepared variation is one in 
which you have specialized before. 


In the game below, played on first board at San Luis Obispo, 
May 31, 1954, the player of the Black pieces introduces with 4... 
Kt-B3 a line currently called the "Taimanov Variation." In addition 
to being one of the present "sharp" lines in the Nimzoindian, it has 
for Black the added merit of being a variation Konig himself special- 
ized in some ten years ago.

CORRESPONDENCE 


D.N. Vedensky writes us a letter from New York about the U.S.S-R. 
vse U.S.A. match: 


"T arrived in New York in the afternoon of June 21 on a hot, 
humid day, the kind of day one wishes he were in California. TI man- 
aged to see the third round match which was played at the Roosevelt 
Hotel on the evening of my arrival, and also poked my nose in to see 
the last round of June 23. The June 21 session started, like the 
others, shortly after seven thirty and ended at quarter to one. Most 
of the people, including myself, sat glued to their chairs through- 
oub the session, and the atmospheric condition in the room contribut- 
ed to much of the glue.

'tkrom my visit and having played over most of the games, and \ 
having talked to different people in the room, I gained a few im- , 
pressions: To begin with, I think that our team made an extremely 
creditable showing, and that only on Boards 2 and 3 (Bronstein and 
Keres) we were definitely outclassed. Bronstein seemed to be the 
most dangerous opponent on the Russian team. His play was razor- | 
sharp and he took immediate advantage of the slightest slip made by 
an opponent. Keres also played well, but over-extended himself in 
the last game, probably from overconfidence. Outside of these two | 
boards, I think you could bet either way, and our players played | 
just as good caliber of chess as the Russians, with special laurels 
going, of course, to Donald Byrne. 


'tTt seems to me that the Russians were playing very conservative], 
chess, that is, for the Russians. They certainly showed more enter- |s 
prise playing each other in the Soviet Union. It looks as if they 
were instructed not to take any chances for the fear that something 
unpleasant might happen and they would not be able to demonstrate 
the superiority of Marxism and Communism over the capitalist system. 
Had they played the same kind of chess in their own country, they 
would have been taken to severe task for the flack of creative 
achievements.? 


"tBotvinnikts absence from the line-up was not mysterious at all. 
It can be readily explained by the Russians* reluctance to expose him 
to defeat in the four drawn game series. I think that Smyslov was 
taking great pains not to lose, and although each one of his games |! 
with Reshevsky was a hard-positional struggle, he always chose sim- | 
plifying lines. 0 

"The interview with the Russian players did not come off..... 
I obtained Bondarevskyts room number, and called them on the house 
phone. A thin voice answered and I asked whether I had the pleasure 
of speaking to Mr. Bondarevsky. A peevish answer came over the phone, 
*No, no, no, this is not Bondarevsky. This is Kotov. I am sleeping 
now. Jam resting for the match.* I felt like telling him, "Come on, 
Mr. Kotov, you are not sleeping now, and where do I find Bondarevsky,! 
but the hero of the Soviet Union sounded so annoyed that I dropped 
the whole matter, and perhaps, after all, he tried to rest up before 
the match, who knows? His play during that night was quite lacka- 
daisical, and frequently he would get up from his chair and look at 
the five-foot board on which his game was demonstrated. There was.a 
quizzical expression on his face, and it seemed to me that he was 
groping for ideas, and examining the big board on the theory that 
perhaps a kibitzer might see more than a player."

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BISGUIER PAN-AMERICAN WINNER 
SIEMMS U.S. JUNIOR CHAMPION 


Arthur B. Bisguier of New York, U.S. Champion, won the 14-round 
Pan-American Open, played at the Hollywood Athletic Club between 
July 10th and 24th, by a score of 113-23, and with it the $1,000 
first prize. Larry Evans of New York won the $750 second prize, 
11-3, while Herman Steiner of Los Angeles and Nicolas Rossolimo of 
Paris and Great Neck, Long Island shared third and fourth, 105-33, 


and divided $900. 


Ross Ee Siemms of Toronto, Canada, became U.S. Junior Champion 
by scoring 83-15 in the 10-round Swiss held at the Lincoln Park 
tlub-house at Long Beach. Thirteen-year-old Larry Remlinger of 
Long Beach was second, 73-23, followed by Saul Yarmak of Passaic, 
New Jersey (U.S. Army private now) and Charles Kalme of Philadelphia, 
both 7-3. Four players tied with 63-33: Ronald Gross of Compton, 
falif., Shelby Lyman of Boston, Martin Harrow of Jamaica, N.Y., and 


Tom Fries of Fresno, California. 
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THE USCF RATING SYSTEM 


When we joined the USCF and received our membership card we 
thought that we would be rated on whatever tournaments we played 
ine Later, it was reported that team matches would also count 
towards ratings. The folders sent out by the USCF to members and 
prospective members stressed among the advantages of joining the 
Federation the rating of members. Now it appears that only a 
selected few will be rated. 


A USCF member under the new rules will only be rated if all 
the non-members in the tournament pay a rating fee of $1. Or if 
a league of clubs playing team matches, if all the non-members 
participating pay the fee. 


It seems to us that this is taking money under false pretenses. 
We understand that of the $5 membership fee, $3 goes for the chess 
newspaper Chess Life, $1 is paid to the business manager, and $1 
goes toward the expenses of rating members and operating expenses. 
We have always thought that Chess Life was a bargain at $3, but 
thought $2 was plenty for the other advantages. Now, we find out 
that we are not even rated for our $2. 


We also feel that the rating system will be inaccurate because 
it does not consider all tournaments. In the beginning we saw 
quite a few unreasonable ratings, which we felt sure were mostly 
due to the fact that records were incomplete at the time. However, 
we anticipated that in time the records would become more complete 
and the inequalities would be ironed out. But it now appears that 
the files will again be incomplete. To do this deliberately seems 
ill-considered, to say the least. 


In our opinion the rules need overhauling. We hoped that the 
annual meeting at New Orleans would produce some practical solution 
to the situation, but apparently nothing will be changed. We are 
told that the reason for continuing the $1 fee is financial. We 
are also told that the fee will not hurt any tournament in the 
long run, because a 100% rated tournament will attract more players. 


We do not believe in charging an extra fee unless something 
is offered in exchange. If some players do not want to pay for 
someone else's ratings, we don?t want to force them. If, for 
example, the California Open would draw a larger field because it 
were 100% rated, we would not be in favor of such a move if it 
entailed the loss of any of the fine group of people who played 
at San Jose last year.

U.S. JUNIOR CHAMPIONSHIP, LONG BEACH, JUNE 29-JULY 9, 1954 


ross E. Siemms of Toronto won the U.S. Junior Championship after 
several years of trying (he first competed at Cleveland in 1947 at 
the age of 11). Larry Remlinger of Long Beach, who is now about 13 
and a veteran, survived a slow start to finish second. Private Saul 
Yarmak of the U.S. Army, who missed his first-round game and received 
no points therefor, failed to retain his 1953 championship but tied 
for third with Charles Kalme of Philadelphia. The deciding games 
were in the tenth and last round, when Siemms beat Yarmak and Rem- 
linger beat Kalme. 


The 44 players were domiciled in the Long Beach Armory through 
the good offices of J.P. Looney, secretary of the Lincoln Park Chess 
& Checker Club. The tournament was staged by the U.S. Chess Federa- 
tion and was directed by Orlo M. Rolo, with the expert assistance of 
international master Imre Kénig. Valuable encouragement and some 
beautiful trophies were furnished by the Long Beach Press-Telegram. 


The juniors were entertained by various Long Beach civic groups 
for meals and sight-seeing. The tournament was so successful that 
Long Beach has announced its intention of applying for the 1955 U.S.

William Addison of San Francisco won this 9-round Swiss by a 
score of 8-1, losing only to Dmitri Poliakoff of San Francisco, the 
runner-up. Poliakoff had 74-15. James Schmitt, also of San Fran- 
cisco, was third, 7-2. There followed: Roger Smook (Berkeley), 
65-23; Michael Rudniansky (San Francisco), 6-3; and five players tied 
for sixth, 43-44: Robert Trenberth and Curtis R. Wilson (Oakland), 
Gilbert Ramirez (San Francisco), Juris Petriceks (Palo Alto), and 
Eugene Lien (Oakland).

"Not being fully acquainted with the difficulties, however ob- 
vious, which our national organization has been experiencing, I have 
only assumed it to be a matter of clashing personalities among the 
various temperamental chess masters involved. And I am not fully 
agreed that California chess affairs could be better served through 
submitting to a higher level of control (i.e. national). From the 
surface it appears that California chess organizers are doing an in- 
creasingly fine job, that there is a great deal of spirit and inter- 
est, and growth of local chess clubs throughout the state. Believing 
that the best government is that closest to home, I would work harder 
to strengthen California or West Coast chess than to try to influence 
the activities of the self-appointed New York chess bigwigs. After 
we build up our power here in the West, our representatives will be 
able to speak with greater authority in national affairs. 


"However I do commend your efforts to make the policies of the 
(SCF felt at New Orleans, and I hope that our national organization 
may be strengthened thereby. Only in this way can our country's 
position in international competition be improved."
